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“THE YORKTOWN CENTENNIAL.

VIEWED BY “DRUMORE.”

UVown the Bay—Un Historic Ground—The
Celebration in Okl Virginia.

Special Correspondence ot the INTELLIGENCER

Your correspondent got the idea into his
head that he would go down to Yorktown,
and with long-pent up patriotisin give a
kelping hand to the centennial celebra-

1 tion and eommemoration of the surrender

of the English forces under Lord Corn-
wallis to our Washington. The comings
of ideas to the above mentioned head are
“like angels’ visits,” and soon as the owner
of the head finds one has taken possession,
he pays every. attention to it and follows
it 1ight along ; so, impressed with the
idea of going, he went, and saw and was
conquered.

Ife took the Hawvana, a mostexcellent
steamer, at Baltimore, about five o’clock
in the evening of Monday, the 17th inst.,
aud steamed and splashed down the bean-
tiful waters of the Chesapeake, and saw
the sun go down, throwing back coquet-
tish sparkles on the white caps of the
waves, and scintillating in the foam of
the broad wake of the vessel ; he saw

* The durkness
Fa'l trom the wing of night,”
and enclose the vessel, hiding the shoves,
and resting on the water. When le saw
all this, partly with his mind’'s eye, he
felt almost as if he were another Childe
Iarold sailing away from his friends and
foes and almost breathed with him—
My native land—Good night I

But he soon changed his mind about it,
aund concluded he would not personate the
Childe in a good nigh! apostroplie, and be
sides lacked a listening ** little page” to
whom lhe could talk misanthropy.

The ride down the Lay and the night on
the boat, while very prolilic in entertain-
ment and fun, and extiemely barren in
comfort to your scribe, would not ba ol
much general interest, so passing on the
pext morning finds him landing at one of
the wharves in the splendid harbor of old,
historic Yorktown, one of the most insiz-
nificant, sleepy villages in the Union, al-
though right there is where Liberty called
a halt to Tyranny ; where the erisis of de-
feat and demoraiization came to old Eng-
land’s haughty host, and anew ern of
freedom aud hope burst over America ;
and, like the gniding star *‘ came and
stood over™ our patriots and their warm-
hearted friends, while the angels of war
trausformeed to angels of peace, twined
our laurels with the lilies of France.

And what did your correspondent sce
Why, a great dusty commoun containing
hundreds of acres with soldiers, tents, men,
women, children and miggers, and beer
saloons and gaming apparatus, eating,
drinking and smoking shauties seattered
all over it, Anything that looks like a
Lorse, mule or ox they harness up and
drive at Yorktown. There you see old
wagons, may bo centennial relics, drawn
by old bony horses, with no harness bnt
collars, traces and a back-band guided by
knotted-up rope reins, the latter held and
guided by an old negro, who woald be out
of place entirely il you could sce him any
other place in the world than along with
that turn-out. On this occasien you wonld
sce his wagou loaded with brave boys
dressed in blue their feet sticking out in
every direction, shouting to their pedes-
trian companions and the ucgro wenches,
and urging their autiquated teamster to
move on, whereupon he shouts, * Glep !”
and slashes his gad on the old horses, hav-
ing the only efleet of making them kick
up more dust.

They have another mode of conveyance
that attracts tho attention, it being a mis-
erable little steer or & miserable big calf,
8o poor that a buzzard wouldn't think of
stopping on it wero the ealf’ to die, This
calf is hitehed by a yoke with a single bow
to a kind of two-wheeled concern, with a
bed on it, and is driven by rope lines fas.
tened on either side of the head, held be-
hind by a little nigger. Take one of those
wretchedly poor calves with its unique
yoke and the old eart, the wheels of which
scem to be trying to leave cach other at
the bottom and to touch each otherat the
top ; leave the bed be in danger of falling
to picces, scta little nigger, ragged and
diity, and eapable of twisting his face into
a dozen different ugly contortions, in the
cart, sct the whole thing in motion and
you Lave a harmonious picture that will
make you smile in spite of yougsell, as
you see it moving along in the sacTed dust
of old Virginia. And as you see the male
and female negroes of Virginia, observe
their appearance, motions and talk, note
the seemingly ontire abseuee of iutelli.
genee in them, if you are at all of a won-
dering mind you will certainly wonder
how in the world they ever came to have
souls.

Weill worth a visit while altending the
centennial was the Natiopal cemctery,
beautifully located a short distance from
thetown, where 2,183 Northern soldiers
were buried, of which ouly 749 were
known, lcaving 1,434 nameless graves.
The cemetery is nicely enclosed with a
new brick wall, and everything about it is
kept in the very best order, and we need
not.be ashamed to have such a spot called
a national eemetery, granted we were not
ashamed to make it. The grass is nicely
trirnmed and green, and where should the
grass grow greener and the dew fall
lighter than above tha nameless graves of
a nation’s martyred dead. It is a beanti-
fal, sad place, and one where a soldier
might rest in peace while he ‘‘ sleeps the
sleep that knows mno waking.” The
most careless cannot view those rows of
simple white marble head-stones on the
graves of the dead soldiess in their last

nd review, the review of death, and
not feel sad that those hearts, brave and
true, in such a way wete doomed to die ;
that we must have
“ Battle flehds, where thonsaneds bleed
To titt one hero into fame.™

In the very centre of the cemelery,
marked by a tall pole from which floars
the stars-and.stripes, at last at rest with
those beneath it, is supposed by some to
be the very spot were O'lHara presented
Lincoin a certain  very important
sword, ono hundred years ago. About
Yorktown there is great uncertainty about
the exact spot where said presentation
took place. Another pointlaying claim to
the honor is considerable distance from the
cemetery, and seems to be alead in its
claim, for right there is where the corner
stone (of which more again) was laid that
is tosupport its part of the monument to
be built to commemorate the rurrender,
and perpetuate the memory of it down the
cyclesof time. It is a matter of small
moment upon what spot the surrender was
made, saflice it for us that it was made.
The site of the proposed monument is per-
haps the most desirable ove in America. It
is on a hill abont a hundred feet
above the river, and but a short distance
back from it. The ground is all clear
around it, with nothing to obstruct the
view of the monument far as the eye can
reach in every direction. It will rise iu

beauty above the splendid York

river, and always proudly sustain the dig-
nity of the circumstance that ealls it into

existence. Uniting the unsurpassed de-
sirability of its location to the sublimity of
the historic scene and associations and
legends swrrounding it, the Yorktown
monument can never be viewed by an
American without an honest glow of pride
that his is the nation that builtit, and that
it was our Washington and our forefathers
that made that place sacred, and the blood
of patriotism that consecrates it, and made
it a meet place to hold as proud a shaft as
ever pointed toward heaven.

The corner-stone was laid and the cere-
monies of its laying were conducted by
the Free Masons, zud was 2 very impress-
ive seene  Seats were erected for specta-
tors fortunate enough to secure them, agd
for the dignitaiics—governors of states and
their retainers, and officers of the army
and navy, and all others deserving to be
excepted on account of their greatness,

Soon after the ceremonies began, the
president and his party awived, and as
they waiked forward to their seats, a band
played ** Columbia,” avd a good deal of
cheeiing was done; and as the national
musie arose, and the large flag waved its
sed, white and blue, as if tie musiestirred
it, or the breezo aronnd that spot were
dear to if, one was apt to feel asif he
would rather by a good deal bean Amer-
ican than anything under the sun.  After
the stone was laid the governor of Vir-
ginin delivered an adidress of welcome,
hospitable, cloguent aud fine in its effect.
The programme contemplated having the
distingnished gnests from Franee and Ger-
many present during the speaking, but the
fleet that bore them did not sail np the
river till the exercises were far advanced,
and the guests did not discmbark until
the nest day, Wednesday, When the
fleet eame in sizht the largest vessel dis
played both the Freeeh and the Ameriean
flazs, the latter of which was lowered as
anchor was east, and a salute of thir-
teen runs  fieed, which was  returned
from one of our inen of-war, a band in an
American vessel playing the Marscillaise,
and the French azain hoisted the star
spangled banner to the mast head, and
hung ont a number of smaller French,
American aud German flags.

Tuesday evening the scene in the harbor
was magnilicent. All the vessels were dec-
orated with red, white and blue light,
hundreds of them on each vessel from the
mast tips almost to the water’s edge, ar-
ramzed in most tasteful and varied mao-
ners, They stood ount in the dense dark-
ness of the night with beauntiful effect,
looking, as your seribe’s friend and travel-
inr companion said, ** like immense Christ-
mas trees coverad wilh tapers.” About
eight o'clock several of the vessels began
sending up roekets that added greatly to
the beanty of the already  beautiful
speetacle.  Meanwhile bands from every
quarter could be heard gaily playing,
while sach airs as ** Columbia,” ** Star
Spangled Banner,” and *“ Yankee Doc-
die ”' predominated in the performaneces.
It was it grand illumination, the lights be-
ing reflected in the water, and caught up
and flung back and forth,the rockets’ long
tails of fire in the air., where they burst
into constellations of beautiful stars, high
in the cloudy darkness of the night, hise-
ingr in every direction, flying athwart each
other, showering sparks by the millions,
and below the deep, dark, waving river a
magnilying mirror, that divided every ray
of lizht into a dozen and concentrated the
beaniy of a dozen into each one—it was a
sight a wilness ecan never forget.

There were hundreds of ioteresting
thines wbout which columns might Le
written with time and space, of which
thers is asearcity at present.  Altogether
it was a most enjoyablo trip, with a few
vexations and ineconvenienees resultant
from limited accommodations in the town,
of course, but well worth the time amd
money invested.  And besides, your cor-
respondent thinks he is a much better eiti-
zen since his pilgrimage and the devotions
he paid at Liberty's shrine,

The Moravian Exedus.
N. Y. Independent,

The Moravian churel in this country is
small, and such a loss as it has just experi-
enced in the withdrawal into the Protest.
ant Episcopal church of the Rtev. My, Jor-
dau, two weeks ago, followed immediately
by the withdrawal last week into _the Re-
formed Episcopal chureh, of the Rev. Mr.
Hoffman, of Philadelphia, with his whole
congregation, is po small one. To this
should he added the fact, which scems to
have eseaped the attention of journalists
that the same canse which has produeed
these sceessions has within the Ilast two
years led two or three other of most active
Moravian ministers to withdraw into sccu-
lar life,

The clicf diffienlty inthe case is that
the American Moavian church cannot
possess any natural and national develop-
ment, asit is restrained by the foreign
control. Every ten years there is held a
general synod in Germany, and this is the
supreme auth8rity. It is managed by men
who cannot possibly understand the life of
our own churehes and who are almost cer-
tain to dothem injustice. Any chauge or
development in methods would be likely
to find no favor with them. The Unity’s
Elders’ couference in Germany is a court
of appeal in the case of any difference
here, and they are necessarily ignoiant,
and must judge by partial information,
with 1o chanee for one accused to defend
himself. Three years ago a considerable
discussion was held in the annual confer-
ence of the American Moravians on this
matter, and the result, being the support
of thie present system by a considerable ma-
jority of the members, has been followed
by this secession of those who were then
in the minority. Therc has 2lso been
great complaint that the Provineial El-

ers’ conference, at Detlilehem, Pa., has
arbitrary power in moving ministers and
demanding that the property of local
charches shall be held in its name, This
last was the immediate difficulty which
drove off Mr. Iloffman’s church, It would
scem only reasonable that these strange
and decidedly undemocratic rules might
be modified. The Moravian church, how-
ever, has existed for only {wo purposes :
the cultivation of humble sonl piety and
the conversion of the heathen world ; and
the German way of arbitrary government
Las prevailed hero, and any movement to

particularly encourazed.

The transfer of Mr, Jordan and Mr,
IHoffman to other churches has been sig-
nalized by an exhibition both of Christian
feliowship and of unchristian disfellow-
ship. Mr. Hoffman was received as a
Christian brother, of equal ministerial
rights. DBishop Stevens, however, ordain-
ed Mr. Jordan, as -if his Moravian ordina
tion was of no legitimacy. Thisis cer-
tainly one of the strangest ecclesiastical
acts we romember. We supposed that
Bishop Stevens was of low church predi-
lections, amd not such a man as would set
an extraordinary value on the superiority
of episcopal orders. Wo recall, also,
that he took a prominent part in the eflort
to have the legitimacy of Moravian epis-
copacy and orders declared at Lambeth. It
also oc>urs to us that the Anglican church
has definitely prononnced that the Mora-
vian orders are valid, and it bardly scems
necessary for American Episcopalians to
set themselves up as more strinzent than
their mother church. We, who regard the

ealarge the church at home has not been !

ments of a priest ordained by a bishop of
the most untainted Greek or Reman suc-
cession to be not a whit more valid than
that of a brother]ordained by the brother
hovod of an independent Baptist church,
can afford to laugh at the childishness of
the whole question; but we do mot
sec, even on the basis of the tremendous
importance of the unbroken tactual suc-
cession of bishops’ hands, what was the
reason for this insult put upon Moravian
orders. If we are not misinformed. Mr.
Jordan is of rather high church proelivi-
ties, and we bave h it suggested that
the re.-ordination may have been of his
choice, and not the bishop’s. But, even
so, we have always understood that there
was considerable less question attaching to
the Moravian episcopal succession than to
the Anglican. However, Mr. Jordan has
now got the Moravian succession of Mich-
a1 Bradacius an 1 the Anglican succession
of Matthew Parker, and we hope he will
find that they give him a double supply
of grace.
